16. (New) A table saw as defined in claim 14, wherein the battery mounting device is 
disposed in the side surface of the auxiliary tabic that faces an operator during use of the table saw. 
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17 (New) A table saw as defined in claim 14, whaein the battery mounting device is 
disposed in the side surface of the auxiliary teWe that is oppcmite^ of an operator during use of the 
table saw. 

18. (New) A table saw comprising: 

a table adapted to support a woikpiece, 

a saw unit verticaijy movably suppDrted above the table, the saw unit comprising a saw 
biad^ a motor housing and a handle and 

a battery mounting device disputed at a rear portion of the handle.
